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Initial Budget 
Figures Show 
S2M Increase 


Andover’s town budget for 
fiscal year 1975-'76, has been in- 
itially set at $18,153,502, accor- 
ding to the figures presented to 
the selectmen and finance com- 
mittee this week by Town 
Manager J. Maynard Austin. 

The manager, in making his 
presentation this week, advised 
the boards that the figures are 
preliminary in nature at this 
stage of budget consideration, 
and will be revised as the ad- 


‘ ministrators, boards and com- 


mittees analyze the town’s 
needs in the weeks ahead 
leading to town meeting. 

The proposed budget, as it 
now stands, is $2,003,235 higher 
than a year ago, with $1,298,722 
of the increase in the school 
department and $704,513 in 
general government. 

Already the school com- 
mittee and administratation 
have reduced their original 
budget estimate of $9,640,517, 
during discussion of the finan- 
cial needs of the department. 
Further budget discussions are 
scheduled by the school com- 
mittee, in an effort to get their 
prospective monetary needs 
within a no-tax-increase realm. 

Much of the general town 
budget is in the area of normal 


increases within the various 
departments. Some increases 
are reflected in the budget, 
which are actually transfers of 
funds to their proper 
departments, according to 
Town Manager Austin. 

The effect of the budget on 
the tax rate will not be deter- 
mined until the budget and 
effect of special town meeting 
articles are analyzed by both 
manager, selectmen and 
finance committee. 

Also still to be considered is 
the amount of anticipated state 
and federal revenues, which 
can be applied to reduce the tax 
rate impact. 

Austin, in presenting the 
budget requests for the coming 


‘fiscal year, also included es- 


timates for the years ahead, all 
indicating normal increases, 
but to be used only for financial 
planning. 

Austin said he will prepare 
and submit to the selectmen 
and finance committee a set of 
financial data indicating the 
amount of the operating budget 
and anticipated local and state 
revenue for the town and school 
department, with the format 
culminating in an estimated tax 
rate.

Dogs, Bylaws Command 


Town Meeting Attention 


It is often difficult to tell 
what will.command the interest 
of voters at annual town 
meetings, but a sure drawing 
card when it appears on the 
agenda is concern about the 
restraint of dogs. 

This year among the over 50 
articles submitted by Friday 
afternoon for Andover’s annual 
town meeting, are four items, 
all dealing with the town’s 
canine population, two of 
which, if approved, would 
result in further restraint on 
roaming dogs. 


As of Monday, there were 55 


articles submitted for con- 
sideration, with some, placed 
on the agenda by town boards or 
committees, still under con- 
sideration and possibily being 
withdrawn before the March 
session. 

Oddly enough, beyond the 
municipal budget to be con- 
sidered, the money items fac- 
ing the annual session are 
minimal, with some bylaw 
changes and zoning issues, 
possibly commanding the ma- 
jority of the voters’ attention. 

As for the dog issue, the 
selectmen have inserted an ar- 
ticle providing for the restraint 
of dogs on days of refuse collec- 
tion service. The item is placed 
in the warrant in order to exer- 
cise some control over dogs 
who are breaking open the 
plastic trash bags along the 
routes of collection. An accom- 
panying article will provide for 
a stiff fine for owners of dogs 
who fail to keep their dogs 
leashed on the designated days. 

Two other items dealing with 
dogs include a provision for the 
pet being vaccinated properly 
before obtaining a license and 


another increasing the annual 
license fee by $1. _ 

As for bylaw changes, Chair- 
man Milton Greenberg and the 
Andover League of Women 
Voters seem to be on a collision 
course with regard to quorums

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SCNOOL Committee 
Continues Its 
Chipping Exercises 


The Andover School Com- 
mittee came some $63,000 
closer to a no tax increase 
budget Monday night, by trim- 
ming that amount from re- 
quests for administration, 
school plant, and transportation 
expenses for the 1975-76 school 
year. 

It could, however, be a ques- 
tion of Peter having to pay next 
year for what Paul cuts now. 
Most of the cuts came from 
decreasing administration es- 
timates of what increases will 
be in the cost of fuel. 

if the schools need to go over 
their fule budgets - as Business 
Manager Edward Weil es- 
timates they will by about $35,- 
000 this year- they will have to 
go back to the Finance Com- 
mittee for more given first go- 
around approval Monday, were 
$17,685 for administration ex- 
penses, $327,294 for pupil 
transportation, and $541,960 for 
plant operation. 

Held over were $11,600 for in- 
state and $4,000 for out-of-state 
travel for school personnel, and 
$4550 for busing of student 
teachers from Lesley College. 

Public budget hearings will 
continue at 6:30 p.m. Tuesday 
night, preceding the regularly 
scheduled school committee 
meeting, also in the West 
Elementary School 
Auditorium. 

Discussion will probably 
center on programs with other 
systems, fixed charges, and the 
cumbersome maintenance cost. 
Requests for those accounts 
total about $416,000. 

An audience of three looked 
on Monday night as the 
schoolmen tentatively okayed 
$13,000 for office supplies, $1,- 
500 for printing and $3,000 for 
machine rental, in the ad- 
ministration department. 

They cut $1,500 from supplies, 
hoping to make up much of it by 
cutting back on duplicating 
paper used to disseminate in- 
formation to the committee and 
the public. 

Committeeman William Lane 
said he must have 1,000 to 1,500 
pounds of paper in his house 
from his three years on the 
committee, and George Olesen 
said that he had received as 
many as Six or seven mailings 
from the central office in one 
week. 

The committee also agree to 
try once-a-week mailings, and 


cut $3,000 which would have 


provided the central office with 
a bond paper copier. They in- 
dicated that tightening their 
belts meant suffering along 
with less clear copies. 

The in-state travel request 
was held back to avoid any 
problems with current teacher 
negotiations. Lane said the 
teachers have asked for a two- 
cent-a-mile increase, over the 
present 10 cents, for such 
travel. 

The only real snag of the 
evening occurred over the $4,- 
000 request for out of state 
travel. 

Olesen moved that the. ac- 
count, which would pay for 
about 40 days of out-of-state 
conferences next year be 
abolished, adding that he didn’t 
think it would affect the quality 
of education of Andover school 
children. 

Chairman Frank Griggs 
agreed that ‘‘you might be right 
on a one-shot deal,’’ and 
Superintendent Kenneth R. 
Seifert also agreed, ‘If we’re 
not concerned with keeping 
pace with what’s going on in 
education today.” 

He said conferences are im- 
portant ‘‘if’ we're going to 
attempt to generate new 
ideas,’’ and relatively inexpen- 
Sive. 

Cutting the account, he said, 
would be a ‘‘regression of the 
first order.” 

Griggs, Lane and John Lyons 
defeated the Olesen motion 3-1 
(Committeeman William Van 
N. Washburn was absent), and 
a subsequent Lyons motion, 
cutting the account back to §2,- 
000 failed, with Lane and Griggs 
voting against it. 

Griggs went along with a 
Lane motion to raise the 
amount to $2,500, but it also was 
defeated 2-2, and the matter 
was postponed. 

The committee then moved 
on to tackle nearly $350,000 in 
administration requests for 
pupil transportation. They cut 
$5,000 from special ed transpor- 
tation by discounting a possible 
15 to 30 cent gas tax, but still 
allowing for a 10 percent in- 
crease in the cost of gasoline. 

Their $11,650 reduction for 
regular transportation also dis- 
counts a possible gas tax and 
left the tab for regular, 
kindergarten, late and standby 
buses, on first go-around, at 
$262,294. 

Plant operation figures - 
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supplies, heating fuel, electrici- 
ty, telephone and water were 
cut back from $583,880, to $541,- 
960. 

Number 2 fuel, which heats 
Bancroft, and is used for hot 
water at Sanborn and West 
Junior High was reduced to 45 
cents per gallon on the request 
of Committeeman William 
Lane, from the 50 cents propos- 
ed by Weil. Current cost of that 
fuel is 40 cents a gallon. 

The committee also reduced 
estimates for number 5 Fuel, 
which is used at West Elemen- 
tary, West Junior High, 
Shawsheen, South and Sanborn 
Schools and the Central Office, 
from Weil’s $15 to $14 (the 
current price is $13.67), and cut 
a 10 percent cut hike Weil had 
recommended to allow for a 
colder-than-usual winter. The 
last two winters, he said, have 
been average or warmer than 
average. 

The committee then ap- 
proved a 20 percent hike for 
electricity, as recommended by 
the electric company, bringing 
that figure to $231,600, and a 20 
percent hike in the gas account, 
or $9,360. 

The committeemen cut near- 
ly $3,000 for telephone setting 
the total at $31,720. The ad- 
ministration had requested $1,- 
500 for new phones for the 766 
office, to allow private conver- 
sations with the core evaluation 
team, and $1,500 for additional 
phones at Bancroft, Sanborn 
and South. Those schools have 
two phones, while most of the 
other elementaries have three 
or four. 

The water account remained 
the same as this year’s, at $9,- 
100.

The two major federal 
programs, both mandated by the 
Federal Water Pollution Control 
Act of 1972, are the Construction 
Grants Program and the 
National Pollutant Discharge 
Elimination System. The 
Construction Grants Program 
authorizes grants to local 
governments of federal funds to 
cover 75 per cent of the allowable 
project costs for needed sewage 
treatment facilities. Through 
cost recovery mechanisms set up 
by individual municipalities, the 
federal share of capital costs is 
recovered from industrial users 
over a period not to exceed thirty 
years, and operation and 
maintenance costs are collected 
on a proportional basis from any 
user who disposes of liquid

‘Although the Construction 
Grants Program was never in- 
tended and is not now regarded 
san economic development 
program, funds made available 
under the program will provide 
over 2100 on-site year-long jobs in 
the Merrimack region alone.”’ 

A recent grant to the Greater 
Lawrence Sanitary District was 
made under the Construction 
Grants Program. The $5,625,000 
grant is for construction of two 
interceptors on the north and 
south banks of the Merrimack, 
and seven waste water metering 
stations. Under a previous $33,- 
912,000 grant, a 52 million gallons 
per day secondary treatment 
plant, pump station, force main, 
and interceptor sewers are being 
constructed to serve residents of 
Lawrence, Andover, North An- 
dover and Methuen, as well as in- 
dustrial users. Both projects 
should be complete by mid-1978. 

A $6,309,000 grant was made to 
Haverhill last September for the 
construction of interceptors to 
bring the area north to the 
Merrimack into the municipal 
System, and three inverted 
Siphon river crossings. A 
previous $15,147,000 grant provid- 
ed financial support for construc- 
tion of a secondary treatment 
plant, interceptor, force main, 
and pumping station. The latter 
project should be complete by 
spring of 1977; the former by 
September of 1977. 

Amesbury also has municipal 
Sewage treatment facilities in- 
cluding a secondary treatment 
plant, pumping station, and force 
main under construction. These

The other major action 
program mandated by the 
Federal Water Pollution Control 
Act Amendments is the National 
Pollutant Discharge Elimination 
System (NPDES). Under the 
provisions of the federal statute, 
it is illegal to discharge any 
pollutant into the nation’s 
waterways without a permit. 
Permits may be issued either by 
EPA or by states to which permit 
authority has been delegated. In 
this state, permits will be issued 
jointly by EPA and the 
Massachusetts Division of Water 
Pollution Control until the state 
has passed necessary legislation 
and is prepared to accept full 
authority for the permit 
program. 

A permit is not a license to 
pollute. Rather, it strictly 
regulates what kinds of waste 
may be discharged and in what 
quantities. If a discharger cannot 
immedicately comply with the 
prescribed effluent limitations, 
the permit sets up a compliance 
schedule. : 

Some 2500 New England in- 
dustries and municipalities are 
currently affected by the 
MPDES program. Permit 
applications have been received 
from approximately 150 in- 
dustries and municipalities dis- 
charging into the Merrimack or 
its tributaries. Of these, nearly 
30 are considered ‘‘majors’’ oF 
major sources of pollution.

(Continued from Page Eight) 
the application of what we call 
‘best practicable control 
technology’ or in some cases, 
even more stringent measures in 
order to meet water quality stan- 
dards, 

PA hopes to have completed 
issuing the remaining 100 in- 
dustrial permits by July 1 of this 
year. All municipal permits ex- 
cept the town of Merrimac are 
issued, and that one should also 
be issued by July 1. 

The Regional Administrator 
concluded, ‘‘Even after all 
municipal treatment plants are 
operating and all industries are 
meeting effluent limitations 
prescribed by their permits, 
combined sewer overflow and ur- 
ban run-off will continue to have 
adverse effects on the quality of 
the Merrimack. How and when 
these problems will be solved 
depends on available funding and 
control technology. However, I 
feel that we have made a good 
Start in regulating municipal and 
industrial discharges, and I 
believe the payoff in cleaner 
water for recreation and other 
purposes will be tremendous. 
Already there are rowing and 
hydroplane races behind the 
Pawtucket Dam in Lowell. Even- 
tually we hope to make the 
Merrimack suitable for 
recreational boating throughout 
iis length, and even for swim- 
ming and water contact sports in 
some segments.”

Seems to me that the way these 
programs have been organized, 
they are giving a very slim 
chance to us Andover residents to 
participate. Especially to 
fulltime house working mothers 
that want a little relaxation after 
long days with our children at 
home. May I say, it is somewhat 
unfair to us. 

Four of us Mothers (belonging 
to the South School where our 
children attend), went to sign up 
at West Jr. High over very bad 
road conditions after the snow 
storm, and managed to get there 
within the first hour of the first 
day of registration. After a long 
wait in line we reached the desk 
at 8:01 p.m. to sign up for this 
particular program (for which 
we were told as they remember 
no one had signed in yet;) we 
were first. Meanwhile three 
other schools took in 50 people 
(which fills this course) in less 
than one hour among 94 other ac- 
livities. (At that rate hundreds of 
people were turned away for just 
this one class). I find it hard to 
believe that priority was given 
with equal justice. The exercise 
and relaxation program that will 
be given at South School is very 
limited and does not give an 
equal opportunity for all. 

Take the example of one of us 
Mothers who has been helping 
at South School since her 
children started to attend three 
years ago. Mrs. T. has been a 
Mother's helper for 
Kindergarten and the target for 
many other of the school’s ac- 
tivities and emergencies. All it 
takes is a call to this very kind 
and modest girl. . . ‘‘Mrs. T., 
Kindergarten doesn’t have juice 
or cookies for tomorrow’s 
recess."’ So Mrs. T. runs to the 
supermarket and carries heavy 
boxes of canned juice to school, 
right on time. . . ‘‘Mrs. T., we 
need some ideas for tomorrow’s 
activities and creative 
programs."’ So she digs into her 
sewing basket for scraps and 
pieces of material, runs to the 
woods for some pine cones, puts 
scissors and glue together and 
keeps the children busy and 
amused. She has also been an in- 
former of school activities, at 
PTO and a number of other 
programs. Now the Andover 
Recreation / Community Schools 
program turns around and shuts 
the door of South School right to 


the 


‘her face. When all she’s asking 


for and paying for is one hour a 
week of exercise and relaxation 
program offered by the schools.

Gone To The Dogs 


Pity poor Fido! 

Again he is about to have his day in court, with four 
items dealing with his freedom and welfare scheduled 
for hearing before town meeting this year. 

Surprisingly, when dogs become the subject of town 
meeting discussion, such items as million dollar bond 
issues and the like, shrink into obscurity by comparison. 

This year Andover voters will consider further 
restraint on the town’s canine population, they are 
already limited to a degree during the times when 
children are going to and from school. 

Further the town will consider making vaccination 
mandatory, provide a penalty clause for dogs found in 
violation of restrain, if approved, and finally an in- 
crease in the annual licensing fees of one dollar. 

At the risk of engendering ill feeling among those who 
would let the dogs continue to run free, and look upon 
any restrainst as an abridgement of a canine’s right, we 
can only say that Fido and friends have no one to blame 
but themselves for their prospective plight. 

Leashing the dogs on trash collection days has 
become necessary for consideration, due to the con- 
tinued failure of pet owners to keep the dogs from 
breaking open the plastic bags put out for the refuse 
pickup service. 

The resultant mess left on streets (just from the bags, 
not other considerations) has become a‘major problem 
in the community. 

Efforts to preserve the trash within the containers, 
through use of sprays and other means to discourage 
scavenging dogs, has failed, apparently due to the in- 
telligence of the average Andover canine. 

Thus some measure must be taken to keep our town 
clean as humanly possible. 

And, to make the matter more emphatic, the 
townspeople will be asked to approve the imposing’ of a 
stiff fine for violation of the ordinance. 

Also due for consideration at town meeting will be the 
enactment of a bylaw making it mandatory for dogs to 
be vaccinated, with proof of such before being given a 
license, and an increase in the annual license fee of $1. 

Despite these proposed new regulations governing the 
livelihood of canines, and in consideration of leash laws 
and restrictions provided in other communities, we still 
think most sound-thinking dogs would still prefer being 
kennelled in Andover. 


A Proper Move 


The selectmen have under study the recommen- 
dations of the town manager regarding the possible use 
of the Sacred Heart property for. municipal offices. 

Town Manager J. Maynard Austin has recommended 
to the board that the municipal offices remain where 
they are at present in the historic old town house on 
Main street. 

We heartily agree with the manager’s decision, from 
more than just an economic consideration. 

The Sacred Heart building may well be useful for 
educational purposes, which the special committee ap- 
pointed to examine the feasibility of its acquisition is to 
determine. 

But moving the municipal offices from their present 
location, seems unwise. 

Cost of acquisition and renovation to provide some 
relief to a few municipal agencies seems to be a most 
costly procedure. The town already has a structurally 
sound and centrally located office building in the down- 
town area. 

Moving municipal! business to the Shawsheen area 
would provide considerable inconvenience. For those 
who must visit town hall now on business, its central 
location is beneficial and an asset to the central 
business district of the community. 

If added space is needed in the future, engineers have 
determined that the building is adaptable to additional 
floors as well as extensions to the rear of the property. 

The Sacred Heart structure, formerly the central ad-

is far too large to economically accommodate the 
town’s office needs. 

No doubt, the selectmen, when they review the report 
and recommendations of the manager will concur that 
as for municipal office space, the old town house, which 
has been threatened many times in the past, will still 
serve as the town’s central business facility.

Every student applying for ad- 
mission to the Adult Studies 
Program will be interviewed and 
counseled by a member of the. 
Continuing Education staff as 
part of the admission process; 
the interview also serves as the 
basis for admission to the 
program. Formal admission is 
by the Dean of Continuing Educa- 
tion; the review and evaluation 
for transferability of any 
previous college transcripts is 
jointly made by the Dean of Con- 
tinuing Education and the Deans 
of Humanities, Social Sciences, 
Business Administration, and 
Science and Engineering. 
“Adults can now enroll in any 
of the programs offered by 
Merrimack College, and work 
toward degrees at their own 
pace, as suits their work, home, 
and family schedules,’’ continued 
Merrimack Dean Kaplowitz.
